$2,000,000 Expenditures 


Spread Over Different 
Fronts 


In widely-scattered sections of 
the province, large gangs of men 
are at work on various highways 
projects, which, when completed, 
will prove highly important to the 
welfare of the province.

$2,000,000 will be spent.

In the first encyclical address di- 


rectly to leaders of the Catholic 


church in the United States, the 
Pontiff demanded “paintaking vig- 
jlance over the motion picture.” 

“All right thinking men, Catholic 
and non-Catholic, will help assure 
that the great international force 
the motion picture—shall be direct- 
ed toward the noble end of promot- 
ing the highest ideals and the tru- 
est standard of life,” he said 

Pope Pius, in directing bishops 
to set “up national offices” to re- 
view films, specified those which 
“seduce young people, glorify pas- 
sions, show life under a false light, 


destroy pure love and respect for 


marriage.” 


REGIONAL BOARDS 

Regional boards, he said, may 
“even censor films which are ad- 
mitted to the general list.” 

The Pope praised the United 
States Episcopate for reforms which 
he said had been effected to “The 
Legion of Decency.” 

He explained he sought to direct 
“this magnificent power” for the 
good of mankind

U.S. Industry 


HOLLYWOOD, July 3—In unoffi- 
cial comment, Hollywood last night 
interpreted the world censorship on 
movies, called for by Pope Pius, as 
favorable to the United States mo- 
tion picture industry 

Will Hays, spokesman for the in- 
dustry as president of the Motion 
Pictures Producers and Distributors 
Association, refused official com- 
ment on the Pope's encyclical until 
he has seen a complete text.

*SALISBURY STEAK: This steak is pre- 
pared by grinding through a meat grinder only 
the red lean part of round steak from which all 
gristle and fat have been removed. This may 
seem similar to “Hamburger” steak but it is 
really more palatable and more easily digested, 
and has an entirely different flavor when the 
fat is left out. Press the ground meat into a 
dry cake pan to a depth of about one inch, place 
in hot oven and turn fire down. Meat will 
cook through in about five minutes. A tasty 
addition may be made by grinding spinach or 
parsley with the meat 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: “Curious” asks: “I have read a 
book lately which stated that there is enough 
energy in a half peanut to carry out one hour 
of mental work. This does not sound reason- 
able. What do you think of it?” 

ANSWER: Recent study has shown that in- 
tense brain work really requires very little food 
and it is possible that one-half of a peanut 
would provide all the food material which 
would be consumed during mental work con- 
tinued for one hour. In my own experience, I 
have found that brain workers achieve more if 
they avoid hearty meals, and one who eats 
heavily must do a great deal of physical work 
or take strenuous exercise to burn up the excess 
material.

This rise is mostly accounted for 
by larger shipments of sluminum, copper wire, 
hides and leather, lumber, and rubber tubing 
and tires. Increased imports of these products 
more than counterbalanced lessened traffic in 
lead inexposed films, apples, and can- 
ned salmon.

“Ducks will be numerous this 


fall,” said Agent Bach today.

broods noted from time to time.” 


Agent Bach’s work lies within the 


200 mile radius of Edmonton. He is 
one of the Bureau of Biological 
Survey's famous “Flying Squad” 
which. operates in San Francisco | 
and Los Angeles with regional of- 
fices in Portland, Oregon The “Fly- | 
ing Squad” consists of trained men, | 


who in addition to being experts in 
their line are law enforcement of- 


ficers with jurisdict to enforce 
the various laws and regulations 
of the Migratory Bird Treaty Act 
adopted by the United States and 
Great Britain on July 3, 1918. He 
has established a field base in Ed 
monton and makes daily trips from 
this point to the lake areas, mar h 
lands and other haunts of wild 
Gucks and geesc

HUMAN EYE 
| RESEMBLES | 
_ A CAMERA | 


By Jackson Bros, Optometrist,

For many years we have recog- 
nized that the human eye is like a 
camera. Indeed, the camera, one of 
man's most tmgenious inventions, 1s 
directly patterned after the eye, 
which certainly is nature’s most re- 
markable ntion.
